that it takes about $108.00 to $110.00 
of Canadian money to pay for every

erything American bought by a Can- 
adian farmer. It increases the price 
he pays for machinery, for oils, for 
boots and shoes and clothing. By 
increasing production of those things 
from our farms, forests, fisheries and 
mines which . the United States re- 
quires, we can increase our exports 
and thus remove this handicap which 
is now operating to the disadvantage 
of our people in the matter of their 
gurchases, much the same as a very 
substantial increase in the protective 
customs tariff would operate. 

These are purely busincss and ec- 
onomic matters to be taken into con- 
sideration, not only by farmers, but 
by all producers in Canada in the 
planning of their work for the yeat 
upon which we. have now entered,

Ancient Glass Statues 


———~ 


| Made of Green-tinted Glass of Local} 
j Manufacture 

Evidence that the manufacture of} 
|wlass in Ceylon is no novelty has been 
discovered by Dr. P, E. Pieris, im the 
Jaffna Peninsula, The doctor dis- 
;coursed on his discoveries at a recent 
imecting of the Ceylon branch of the 
Roydl Asiatic Society. He declared 
he had found glass beads and glass 
fragments which proved the antiquity 
of the Ceylon glass industry and 
which, by their greenish hue, ex- 
plained in his opinion the constant 
references in ancient Sinhalese works 
to emerald statues of Buddha. It was 
quite clear from Dr, Pieris’ descrip-| 
tion that the statues were not emer- 
ald, but were made of green-tinted 
glass, which must have been of local 
manufacture. The glass beads which 
he had discovered were all of palpable 
antiquity, for he had found not only 
beads which were bored with the 
three holes converging inward in the 
usual fashion, but also beads which 
were not so perforated, *

Remarkable Expansion of Province of 
Saskatchewan Shown By the 
Official Report 

The expansion of the province of 
Saskatchewan is illustrated in the an- 
nual report of the Department of Mu- 
nicipal Affairs just published, which 
shows that the number of rural muni- 
cipalitics has increased from two to 
three hundred since 1905. During the 
same period the villages have increas- 
éd from 63 to 317; towns from 16 to 
75; cities from 3 to 7, and school 
districts from 896 to 4,145. 

Further growth is predicted by the 
Hon. Geo. Langley, minister of mu- 
nicipal affairs, who states “the devel- 
opment in municipal work and muni- 
cipal responsibility is the logical re-
